In one of the first cases [ was 
mvolved in, Edwin. a young Durbau man, professed to be ìn tOuch with 
Valdar. of the Contederation of Twelve Ptanets. Valdar was only one of 
many entities from tlie planet Koldas 1 in the Confederation, who spoke 
kìndly of us huraans and their need to help us to progress. and to save us 
from a terríble disaster that was to befall our pianet (No time was given for 
this). In facL said Taylanz, or Wy-Ora, or Kashendo, or any of thc number 
of Koídasians who broadcast reguiarlv to Edwin in hìs home in Durban, 
they vvere here as friends and interested only in our weifare. I remember 
listening to one broadcasr in Edwm’s home. where a Koldasian rsported that 
they werc prcparíng a pianet for us; for those whò vvere to be rescued in the 
face of tlus disaster; a ptanet not imlike Earth, where tbose who survived 
couid live in comfort in surroundings familiar to them. 

in the abduction casc of Phyilís and Diane m Northcliffe. Johanncsburg 
(Casc N°50 in UFO AFRJNEWS N°s.6,íi and 10), Me-lee-lah. the 
Commander ofthe craft, shovved the tvvo women abductees how most of the 
South African coastìine - from the N W Cape right round to bevxmd Durban 
- would be battered bv 72 metre-high tidai waves. The only safe places, 
Me-Iee-Iah toid them, would be very high ground, such as the Pvreuees

rangc of inountains in Spain. She could not promise who would be rescued, 
cither. ft was not a case of favouritism as many of her own kind would 
perish in the disaster as well, she said; but she did teU PhyJlis that if she and 
Diane were rescued, they would like rliem ; to help with the childrcn.’ 

All this sounded very kindly, and they were hailed as a good and benevolent 
group. Butnow, all of a sudden, comes the crunch. 

Professor David Jacobs has written a new book 2 (which I have ordered but 
not read), whcre 1 believe he is saving that the Alicns in fact are not always 
‘the good guys’. 

Stanton Friedman, who is a Ph.D. astrophysieist and who worked íbr NASA 
at one time in his career. concurs. We know. for instance, that people are 
abducted against their will; that semcn and ova are taken without any choice 
givcn to the abductees. 

In Budd Hopkìns' books, INTRUDERS and MISSING TIME. foetuses are 
allegedly taken from human women - and for "’hat purpose? 

Abductees are never told, althongh someumes, as in the case of Kathy , 

they are shown a child - aged about two - sniali. rather pale and ffail- 
looking, with wispy white hair; all this after Katby had lost her foelus two 
vcars previously. This is not the only case of missing foetuses; and often in 
women who have had thei r pregnancies confímied by a doctor. The obvious 
medical conclusíons have been a ' talse pregnancy syndrome" in hystencal 
women but hysteria is certainly not obvious in most cases 3 .

We have aJl heard of Linda MoaIton-Howe's J evidence of cattle, sheep and

Trudie’s Story Case N ° 143 

Cape Town, South Africa, Jan. 31, 1997, as told to Pam Puxley, 

'My husband was ver>- keen on sports as a boy; he played rugby for his 
school, St Joseph’s, in Rondebosch. One day during a game, he liappened 
to look up at the sky and saw a Flying Saucer. He frozc! The otliers were 
shouting at him to play but he just stood there. He tumed romid to tell tlicm, 
“Look, look up”, but when he tumed back the object. had vanished. Tlie 
other bovs tcased him about readirsg too many comic books. 

Many \ , ears latcr, afler we had been married for some time. we went to livc 
in Port Noíioth, Namaqualand. but evcntuailv retumed to Cape Town Qn 
the trip back, my husband was driving; we had three little ones in the back 
of the vanette and I was dozing in the front seat. Mv husband was a top- 
notch driver, but suddenlv he yelted at me: “My God, Tmdie, prav, becausc 
weTc going to have a head-on coìiision!” 

T ìooked up , half-asieep, and was biinded by huge íights, like on those 
Mack trncks that run in Namaqualand, with the farge headlamps. I cannot 
teii what was coming towards us because those ligbts were so intense, I 
could see spots before my eves - and I just thought, Qh Lord, we’re going 
to die, both of us and our three children. Tlie nexí thing i was aware of. we 
woke up... and we wcre on the side of the road! No accident, no tmck, no 
brakc marks, nothing! Ì was stumied! We were saying, ‘'What w r as that? 
What happened?” 

'My husband tried to start the car but couldn’t, it just wouldn’t start, and 
evcn the tape deck, which had becn on, was switched off and thc tape was 
chewed. He got out to open the bomiet and camc back shaking his head. 
"This is weird”, he said, "the car is ice-coid.” ‘Our car had a dieseí engine. 
If you switch off and feei the bonnet, it is warm, and stavs that way fbr 
some time, like all cars. But this was ice-cold, so we nrust have bcen on the 
side of the road for quite a while. We had no idea of how long, because 
neithcr of us vvore a watch and íhere was no clock in the van. But it takes 
at least half an hour for a car to cooi down 


Anyway, when my husband got back in thc car. really angry- now, the engine 
started right away and off we came to Cape Towrr. But we told nobody 
about the events. 

‘While we were still in Port Nolloth, a friend and I used to drive down to 
Springbok, a town with au airport, We left our liusbands ai homc and we 
two housewives drove down for shopping and so on. Driving back one day, 
mv friend said to me: “My God, we’re being followed... bv a flving Coke 
bottle!” I thougltt she was kidding but to my utter astonishment, there was 
something hovering in the air aiongside the car, and it looked cxactly Jikc 
one of those 2-litre Coke botdes - a iittle bigger, perhaps, but the shape was 
the same. It vvas so close tìiat if we vvound dovsn tìie window we could 
probablv touch it. 

M\’ fnend cxciaimed, "'What in heaven is that?” and I said it might be a 
weather baìloon gone fíat: but that would fail on the ground. while tius ihìng 
kept up with the car : just hovering bcsidc it. We decided not to talk to 
an\ : onc else about it. Next tbing. it came round and was in front of the car! 
And now we eould see it was transparent, we could see right through it! lt 
then moved off and settíed in the veld, on the ground. But we could still sec 
it. So we got out of the car and w : e w f ere killing ourseives wdtli iaughter; we 
weren’t frightened. we just wanted to scc what that thing was, on the 
ground. But as we approached. vvhatever ìt was just picked itself up and 
went off, it just travelled and we lost it. But no lìght. no sound. We 
couldn't stop laughing. 

Getting back to Port Nolloth wc found wc had lost haif an hour; but what 
with getting out and looking for the object, and cliatting, that could have 
becn the reason. And it was only half an hour, so we disrcgarded it. Quite 
some time later, just before we werrt to Namibia, we were sitting on our 
front stoep and watched a large fireball come right over and fall to tbe 
ground, Port Notloth has magnificent sand dunes, and this thing, this flash, 
did not expíode but vanished into the sand dunes. It lit up evervthing! We 
immediately phoned our next-door neighbour. a doctor, to ask he if had seen 
it, buthe hadbccnatthe back ofhis houscand hadmissedit. So we rushed 
down to the sand dunes but found nothing. 



Hiere is an airstrip in Alexander Bay and at that time there was taik of 
opening a Militan Base in the area. So we said, “What happens if it's a 
planc gone down? Let's find out. ” So we rang Silver Mine and said, “We 
kiiow it r s none of our business, but did you have a plane over here... 
because sometliing has just come down in the sand dunes.” But they satd it 
was nothing of theirs, so we begged them to contact the Air Force and 
inform them. However, they wouldn t, so we ourselves phoned Alexander 
Bay and Oranjemund to ask if they had had a light aircraft come over, 
because of what we had secn. “ No”, they said, "nothing of ours”. 

‘We then rang thc newspaper to ask if thev had been toJd of anv air 
excrcises in the area that might have been wJiat we saw, but they dismissed 
our stoiy. "’We know you Port Nolloth people, you smokc a lot of dopc and 
that's what raade you see things.’Wlticli was very rude oftiiein because we 
were concemed in case it had been a planc accidení with injury to human 
lives. So we dropped the matter. Asked how far the firebati was from 
them, Trndie said. ‘It was wcll over tlte road, quite íar, but clearly seen It 
was bcautiful, it was a round thing when it came over, and it sounded like 
sh-sh-sly and went into the dunes. s 

But those were onJy some of the many strange episodes in Trudie’s lite. 

There was, for example, the time her husband woke up screaming one night, 
when she was pregnant with one of her children, and telling her he had had 
to fight for that unbom chiíd, because ‘thcy’ (whoever the\ were) wanted 
to takc it awav. He refused to speak about it and has maintained his silence 
ever since, except to say that ‘they kcpt on changing’. Trudie and her 
husband have been divorced for some titne, so it is doubtfiti if anjthing else 
will ever be knovvn about the incidcnt. 

Strange things kept on happcning to Tmdie. 

‘For example. one night I woke up and I was being dragged across the floor, 
a little above it, so I knew I was hoverìng. I reached the door and it felt as 
if somcone was carryìng me under mv arms. At tlic door, I held my arms 
out, and then 1 íbund I could scream. Then l was left there. 


A.t that time I was stilí married, and my husband woke up and wanted to 
know what I was doing, sitting screaming in the doorway. He thought I’d 
lost my mind. Buí I was íerrified; I had no idea who was carning me. It 
coutdn t have bcen a dream. I'm quite a fat person and a dreamdoesn’t lift 
you an inch off the floor! And anyway, I Iiad that experi.en.ce at other times 
as well. 

‘Then we came back to Cape Town and our marriage eventually broke up. 
Around last Christmas (1996), mv son told me he had seen some little 
creatures under the trees, Now we're not a familv who are very interested 
in Aliens, so it was not his imagination. And when he drew a picture, I said 
to him, “This is all wrong, your drawing show : s no mouth.” Hc replied, “It 
doesn’t have a moutli, Mom.” So I thought, oh boy, it’s in his imagìnation. 

'Then, once in íhis house, I felt myself again being lifted up and íeviíated. 
When I w : oke up, I vvas back in my bed, but I felt sìck. 

'In November, 1996, my youngest child camc to me one day compíaining of 
a nose bleed, and hcr nostrils werc caked with blood, which had also run 
dovvn thc side of her mouth. I cieaned her up and went to her bedroom 
because she said her nose had bled in the mght. But there wasn’t a spot of 
blood on the bed Imen. 

Now mv son does an awful lot of swunming, and he kept on swiping at his 
nose and telling me it was very sore. Tlns liappened also towards tlie end 
of 1996, in the summer. I tliought. he’d stuck his fínger up his nosc, like 
hoys do. But there was a mark, somethmg like a skid mark; like someone 
taking a hoiSow tnbe and sticking ìt up the nose. He denied he Iiad stuck 
anythíng up but said hts nose had also been bleeding. Once again, there vvas 
no btood on his bed linen, but some time before, he had liad blood on his 
face. And whereas the giri never complained about pain, the bov kept 
saying his nose was sore,’ 

To add to Trudie' s traumatic experi ences, her older daughter was al so going 
through her own drama. 
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About two weeks previous to the interview, (i.e. mid January, 1997) 
Trudie's older daughter complained of severe pain in her lower back and 
lower abdomen. In fact. according to her mothcr, shc showed thc classic 
symptoms of a pregnancy, but at 14 and a virgin, she could not possibly 
have been pregnant. Trudie advised her to have a hot batli. vvhich she did, 
lioping to relieve the pain. But after the bath. she collapsed and had to be 
taken to the hospital. 

There, a doctor examined the girl thoroughlv, then took Trudic aside and 
asked her if she theught her daughter vvas pregnanl. Trudie was quite put 
out by this, as she knew her daughter had dcfimtely not had any sexual 
contacts at all and vvas onlv 14, bnt being a big girl, she looked quitc a bit 
oider. The doctor suggested there might be an ectopic pregnancy mvolved, 
butthe medical cxamination confimicd that the girl was a virgin, despite the 
symptoms. 

Ws took hcr to a gynaecologist, and he agair. confirmed she was a virgin, 
so he wouldn’t do an internal examination, but thcrc had been something 
strange about the symptoms. So the doctors, though stunned, dìd nothing 
more and told me í should be glad my chìld did not have to have emergency 
surgerv. She is fine now, after three days on morphme for the sevcre pain. 
But then. as quickly as shc had collapsed and frigbtened the life out of me, 
so she got up and vvcnt back to school. No more pain, no marks, nothing!’ 
(Tmdic vvas looking for some mark on her daughter, after speaking to Pam 
previouslv). 

Trudie continues: 'Tliere have also been times vvhen Tve woken up with 
bruises on the insidc of my thighs, right at the top. Even now, here is one 
of them. fTrudie showed Pam a bruise.] ‘ They are too high to be from 
houscwork and are sore. But only on one leg, the other has no maaks. 

‘At Christmastimc (1996) I actuallv shovved them to a friend and he said, 
“My God, somebody's knelt on you.” That time, there were two bniises. 
This present one is about two days old and is fading out. 


Pam had asked Trudíc on another occasion, if her children were having bad 
dreams. 'fliey were not, bu t she herselfhas had disjointed irnages, vvhere she 
feeis she’s been awake all niglit; she’s been somewhere and done something, 
but cannot recall anything and feels a bit of an idiot. 

'Or, I’il suddenly find myself in tlie kitchen with this deadly thirst, n.ot 
remembering how I got there from my bed. Therc’s a big gap. Andtwo 
nights ago 1 had this big bruise on my leg, wiiich is strange; normaíly the 
bruises are perfectíy matched, on both iegs, almost as if somebody had 
cither grasped my thighs with their thumbs, or kneít on me. So, tliere’s the 
storj’. 

'Now. ali of this might be comcidence: l'm not a rough person but I work 
in my garden. [f I bruised rayselfthere, it would be lower, beiow the knees, 
or the ankies. But these bruíses on my inner thighs have been going on for 
quite a iong time - goíng back to before my son’s birth.' 

Replying to Pam's qucstion about marks onherchildren, Trudic saíd; Mt is 
difficult ío find any marks on my son because, being a boy, he’s constantly 
bangmg himself and has lots of bruises and marks,’ 

'You know, somcíime ago he had something strange, it iooked as ìf my chilH 
had a rotting diseasc, But the marks were smaller than madc with a 
teaspoon, as if with a small mustard spoon. i took ium to the doctor who 
said hc d citlicr picked up a streptococcai or staphylococcal iní’ection: and 
whathe had is called "classicai impetigo'... íotsofbttlesorcs, I thought tliat 
was absoiute nonsense. But this wouid be first on one leg, tlien thc other, 
altemating. So he had these marks. 

‘When my children were smaller. I used to give them a good wash in the 
momìng and a good soak in the batii every evening, So how oould my son, 
who was gettìng soap and water on his skin, pick up that discase?’ 

Pam asked Trudie if, w T hile she was married, her husband had ever taiked to 
her about any strange things happenmg to him. ‘Only what he saw as a boy, 
and then once he mcntioned that sometliing had happened at sea, but he 
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wouldn't elaborate. He didn’t read anything specificaiiy about UFOs - 
perhaps a newspaper articic. but he thought it was all nonsense ' 

Àskcd if her cliiidren watched TV programm.es on UFOs, or related 
subjects, Trudie said they likcd tlis X-Files. though her son was trightened 
and left the room when this series was on. The others seemed drawn to it, 
but from the first episode. her son had waiked out. Nobody in the faroiìy 
had watched other similar programmes. 

ICciitor: I met Trudic when I was in Cape Town during Feb-Aprit 1998, but 
luiíbrtrmately, during an evening of UFO discussions with several other 
people present, I was not abieto qucstion her further about thc events in her 
lifc. Shc is rather quiet, and not partícularty fortb-commg, wary of speaking 
openly about her experiences in public. I camiot helieve that she woutd lie 
about wbat happened to her; on the other hand, there. might be perfectly 
nonnaJ exptanations for some of the evcnts she has reported. e.g. her son’s 
impetigo and the crash of a smal! meteorite in the sand dunes. But other 
events are not expticable and Pam Puxiev will monitor tbis case for further 
evidencc. 


Comet C/1998 Jl{SOHO)C. 

A new comet has been viewed in our skies. discovered by Stczclbcrger; it is 
a bright comet m the northwestcm comer of the fietd of view of the C3 
coronagraph, some 8° from the Sun. Pretiminary estimaíes bv Stezeiberger 
and St Cyr, reduced by G V Williams, show that (he comet is at mag 0 and 
possibly even brighter and continues to move across the top of thc C3 field. 
There is a íàn»shaped taii extending anti-sunwards at ieast to the edge of the 
field, and therc may be a separate narrovv tail extending roughly along the 
direction of motion. It is suggested that the comet would be seen from 
Earth, particutarly tovvards the cnd of May (1998) and onwards, and in the 
Southcm hemisphcre.

Ufo Effects (Part II) 

Radiátion And Other Physical Effects 

Many mtemationaJ cascs have been reported in which the witness suffers 
from sunbum where the skin is exposed to direct ‘rays' from the object 
observed. 

One of the most famous is the Cash-Landrum case of December 1980 5 , 
vvhere two women and a chiJd stopped their car when they saw a diamond- 
shaped UFO hovering ín front of thcm.. They climbed out of the car and 
were exposed to the object’s heat and light for severai minuíes, subsequently 
suffering severe radiation bums, blistering, íoss of hair. vomitmg. etc. aud 
weré tiospitaíiscd for some time afterwards. It was a terrible ordeal for the 
women and the child and despite thei r having seen approx. 23 heíicopters 
circting near thc object, the USA govemment refùsed to pay any 
compensation as they claimed they were not mvoived. Subsequentlv, a 
police-patrot offtcer, L. Walker, and his wtfe. reported seerng severat 
heticopters on tiie same night as Betty Cash, Vicki Landrum and Colby. 
Watker confirmed that they were militaiy heticopters. Betty has sufferéd 
the most, having undergone breast cancer surgery, loss of hair and many 
other health side-effects. She wili never be the same again! 

In UFO AFRINEWS N n 17, we reported on the Danie van Graan case in 
Ixtxton, nortli of Beaufòrt West, S.Africa. But this is the onty case we have 
in Afnca of possible fatai effects from a UFO. Danic saw wliat he thought 
was a caravan in his sheep kraal (enclosure) in July, 1975. He assumed this 
belonged to govemment prospectors who were lookirtg for uranium in the 
area, but as he approached he reaiised it vvas not a caravan, but a craft of 
some sort, When hc vvas about 3 metres avvay, the four men inside iooked 
up and hit him vvith a beam of lighí.

KYBRID POSSIBILITIES 

For some time now, ufologists have reported cases wherc semen was taken 
frora male abductees, andova extraeted from female abductees. The reason 
for this. it is alleged, is that the entities vve are dealing with, are no longer 
ableto reproduce and are therefore using human foetuses to enable them to 
maintain their status quo. In 1995, when Rav Santilli first introduced the 
public to the ‘alien autopsy' film at the BUFOR.A Confèrence in Sheffield, 
it seemed obvious to those present that some of thc aliens appeared sexless. 
As a speaker, í was present atthis showing and I view'ed the film with some 
ambivalence. Subsequentíy, with no satisfacton- proof that the fitm was a 
fraud, and having seen it privately with a surgeon and two pathologìsts, aìl 
of whom felt it. could very well be genuine, 1 am now inclined to accept its 
authenticity. If not 100%, at Ieast 90% sure. 

This does mean that if aíiens have no sex, then thev cannot reproduce; and 
yet. abductees on numerous occasions report having seen chiídren, half- 
hunian and presumably half-atien. who are presented to them. On other 
occasions, they have viewed foctuses ìn large liquid-filled bottles, who 
appear also not to be totally human 

This places one in a quandary: if they are sexless, why are the foetuses only 
haíf human? Who then is the male/femaìc partner? 

TakijNG of Body Parts 

In the case of David, the ex-RLI mercenary' (Case N°130 in UFO 
AFRINEWS 16), he is convincedthat duiing a sortíe intothe bush in 1978, 
he vvas led by a small dvvarf-iikc figure into a clearing in die area and takcn 
to a room. Subsequently he vvas sent to collect his mates and took them 
back tothe clearing wherehis conscious memorv' fails him. Some time later 
he recalls being takcn into a hospital w’ard vvhere the beds were filled with 
people, including his coíleagues. 


At the tbot of each bed vvas a contaiuer, bloody with body parts. 

Last year in September (1997) I had Junch with David in London. He told 
me that the body parts, as far as he could see, were legs and arms, Perhaps 
underneath those therc was something far more sinister? 

In UFO AFRÍNEWS N° 17, therc is the story of Stuart (Case N 0 133) from 
Mutare in Zimbabwe, Stuart has a rib missing and yet no scars from an 
accident or operation. This is an on-going case and vve hope to report back 
to readers on how tliis couid have happened, in a foture issue, For thc 
moment, we are not sure if he vvas perhaps born this way, or was the rib 
removed during his experience? 

IMPLANTS 

Many abductees have suffered continual nose-bleeds after their abduction. 
Some havc reporled an unusual obstruction in their noscs or theír ears, 
sometimes in other extremiíies such as feet or hands. In one or two 
instances. these have come out (when bíowing their noses) or thev have had 
theni surgically removed. So far, nothmg can be proven that tliese are ahen 
implants; they are usually made up of chemicals in our own bodies, fomied 
into a hard kemeJ. and seeni pretty harmless. But there is a small niggle that 
this might be some form of monitoring device mstalled by the aliens. And 
wbo knows what they are monitoring, and to what purpose?

Tlie Sun is approximately 5 bíllion years oìd and according to astronomers, 
tias another 5 or 6 biUion vears to go. Once its fuel has gone, it will start 
expanding, reaching eventually to where thc Eartli is now situated. Tlien it 
will bc a red Giant and Earth wiH be bumt to a cinder. 

DrHoward Bond, an astronomcr from Space Telescope Science Institute in 
Baltimore, USA, says: "Abeautiful nebuJa vrill then be efFected and the Sun 
will fade away as a white dwarf star." 

It’s almost a shaine we won’t see it happen. but we stronglv suspeci that bv 
that timc, Earth will Jong havc been cleared of all its inhabitants.

MARS 

VVc don't know how many ofour readers are aware oftlie controversy about 
Mars having once been inhabited (UFO AFRINEWS N°15). Some years 
ago a book produced b> Richard Hoagland and Vincent DiPietro showed 
clear picíures ofa facc on Mars ìn the Cvdonia area. Although onty the top- 
fàcing sidc of the ‘face’ was shown, compuíer analysis apparentíy had 
revealcd that it was the total face of what looked íike a human being. 

All this information was based on photographs taken by the Viking probe 
in 1976. A fiirther probe sent to Mars was the Observer, but contact with 
it was lost as it approached the planet. 

Novv, new photos of Mars taken by the Mars Global Survevor Spacecraft 
show no nose, no chin, and not even an eyc! 

ApparentJy a Dr Malin had stated previously that the atmosphere of Mars 
was ‘clear' and yet, inthcsc iatest pictures, the atmospherc appears cloudy. 
Betievers in the Face are now accusing scientists of technical fakery 


The New York Times of April 7, 1998 says the new picture looks like 'a 
stuffed chili pepper'. Michael Ravine of the Maiin Space Science Systems. 
which operated the camera. says: ‘'Nothing jumps up at me and screams: 
‘This must have becn built by the forces of intelligence'Hoagland reports 
that it is like ‘ looking aí a TV with a bunch of snow on ít.' 

NASA wouid not comment because of the controversv. 

Robert Cooke, Newsday StaffReporter (April 14.1998) says that planetaty 
scientists surveying the new pictures report that it is just a land form shape 
where one can see gutUes. ravines and the usuaí shadows causcd by the sun. 

Rob SuHivan of Comell Univefsity told Cooke that this new data shows ‘a 
geoiogical feature. lt looks like an mselberg, an isolated erosional knob or 
hill nsing abruptiy from a lowland erosional surface.' 

The pbotograph. this time, was taken from the opposite direction, which 
might account for íhe difference in appearance, The píctures were taken on 
April 4/5 of 1998 and were released immediateìy to avoid accusations of a 
cover-up. 

Nevertheless, there have been accusations! 

The fact remams that the original pictures taken by NASA did índeed look 
like a face, so that Hoagiand et al could not be biamed for their 
núsidentificatìon, Ìf such it vvas, Quite frankly, having seen the new 
picturcs, it does not look aí aii like the originals.

Tbe fírst evidence of anything going on in Dar-es-Salaam (Tanzania), was 
when a telephonc call came through at 2 a.m, on the 9th Januarv-, 1998, The 
voice at the other end vvas that of 17 year oid A-ievel studertt Zamei, vvho 
told me he had had a UFO encounter in the early hours of Saturday 
moming, the 3rd January-. He had found the phosnc number for tlie Fund for 
UFO Rcsearch, and when he cailed the USA, Don Bcrliner vvas on the line. 
i never established where Zamei obtained the information regarding the 
Fund's teiephone number, as he was adamantthat Islamic’s wouìd not have 
anvthing to do with UFOs. He said that books and magazines on the subject 
vvere hard to come by. 

Tliis was Zamefs story: The mght (of 3rd Januarv) was warm and humid 
and he had gone out ío tiie terrace of his iiouse late at mgliL. He savv a craft 
- cithcr ianded or about to iand - adjacent to his home. ít was triangular ín 
shape and large. As he watched, two beings emerged from it and vvaiked 
past him 

He called out to íhem: 'Who are you and wftcrc arc you from?' 

Tftey stopped and made a strangc sound. like tvvo glasses bemg mbbed 
together, buthe couid not understand them. Tftey were covered in a flovving 
clotft iikc tiie Arabs vvear and Zamei could not see their faces. He received 
no message telepathically, he just heard the sound from them. After a 
moment or two tliey left, but he did not see where thev went. Zainci then 
walked to the craft, It vvas slightly raised off the ground, as though it was 
hovermg. but the door was open and he decided to go in. 

Thc inside of the craft was a targc empty roorn with. a very bright wftite light 
which seemed to comc through the vvalls. Thcrc were no chairs or scats, but 
at the far end there were some buttons and swítches. 

Onthe phone, Zamei askcd, Tfthey come again, should 1 press the buttons 
or tum on the svvitches?" I advised hun defínitely not to do this. We have 
no idea what would happen to him! 
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Zamei then askcd, 'Should I take them to mv house and oflfer them 
sometlimg to eat?’ I suggested that if they followed him, or came to his 
house. he could offei them some vvater 

'What else?\ he asked. 1 thought him a bit nai've and asked his age. Tbat 
is vvhen he told me he was 17 and an A-level student. The whole storv r was 
extremelv strange. although 1 have heard vvetrder tales. 

'Are you quite healthy?’ 1 quericd. 

'Well, I havediabetes...' he said. 

I asked him how he had come to contact Don Berliner of The Fund for UFO 
Research. T saw the name m a magazme’, Zamci said. 

He then toid me hc Imd not confided in his parents because they wonìd not 
believe him 

I think you should tell them’, J advised, ‘but find the right time to do so ’ 

; Mv parents do not believe in UFOs bccausc out rchgion does not accept 
tiiem.' 

He also told me that no UFO books or magazines were available in Dar~es- 
Salaatn. 1 forgot to ask how he liad accessed the magazine with the Fund’s 
contact numbcr 

Did he bave atape recorder? He said yes. and 1 snggested he takc tliat with 
him should the strangers appear again, and try to rccord the sounds they 
made. Zamci askcd if he shouid take a camera: he did not have his ovvn but 
vvouid borrow one. and photograph the craft and its entities. 

I did warn him that pictures rareiy came out when printed, or if so. were 
extremcly fitzzy. 

Zamei wanted to know what else he shouid ask I suggested that he find out 
whvthev vverc contacting him andthe purpose oftheir visit. I doubted ifhe 
vvould receive a reasonabie rq>lv - thcre scems to bc overwhelming evidence 


that their storìes arc far from tlie truth. Zamei was auxious to know if they 
would harm him, I tried to reassure him, but of course, who am 1 to know 
tiie answers? He promised to telephone me if anything fhrtlier happened, 
and then we said good-bvc. 

On the 12th January I had a second call from Zamci. 

'They've just been here’. he said, alrnost unemotionaily. ; They catne into 
the house and tliis time I could see theír faces, They had only orte eye, in the 
middie of the facejust below whcre a norma) eye vvould be. They also had 
a vcrv'’ small mouth.’ 

‘What happened then?’ 1 wanted ío know. 

"Tliey startcd pushing my mother’s fumiture around, datnaging it. 1 then 
offcred them some water in a small jug, vvith a glass, hke vou sáìd. and they 
ate it!’ 

' What do you mean? Giass, small jug and all?’ I enquired. 

'Yes! Their mouths enclosed thc glass, like creeping up over it and whcn 
they covered it all, thcy must have swailowed it.' 

Good heavens, I titought, someone surely was going to have indigcstion! 

Zamci went on: 'Then I phoned Don Berliner and askcd hun what I should 
do,’ 

'Don said, ‘ Go to the door and sa>, ‘Let’s go’, and sec what happens.” 

•' So I did thís and thev followed mc straíghtaway. r rhey wcní outside to the 
craft and I went bchind thein; when they vvent in, I asked if í couíd come too 
and as thev didn’t reply. 1 jumped in. Ahnost immediatdv. the craft took 
off, 

“At first I could see nothing but in seconds we were above tiie ciouds and 
l couid see through the sides (therc were no portholes or vvindows as it vvas 
quite smooth on the outside). It wus very beaiitifiil, But then we went down 
again and I got out. WTicn I reached home, my brother was on the terrace 
and i asked him vvhat about my mother's fìimiture; was it badiy damaged? 
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‘ W I doivt know vvhat vou’rctalking about ’ hc said. 'There's nothing wrong 
witlut:” 

‘Hcvvas right. It vvas all in perfect order.' 

‘What abont the smail jug and the glass', I asked 

‘That's gone', Zanici replied. ‘ I haven't toìd mv motiier vet and I don’t 

know what she will say. They also took my parrot from his cage. . 

'Havc they retumed tìie parrot?’ 1 enquired 

'No'. Zamei answered. | 

‘What w-ill you tell \'our mother?’ 

T will sav it flew away’. 

He added that when they were in the UFO, ons being was flying the craft 
and the other stood watchìng Zamei. He noted that their faces were a 
browTiish eolour; the eyes were also brown. He compared their skin to 
sometlnng íike "‘unpolishcd rock . Tlie eye was larger than a human eve. 

But what surprised him was thaí the previous weck he liad had his hair cut, 
after his “fìying” expenence. he took a shower before going to bed and 
noíiced in tbe jnirror that his hair had grown long again. 

Zamci also mentioned that whcn tiie beings werc in the house, he was 
piaving vvith his brother’s cigarette ligìiter and by mistake, fìicked it on. He 
notìced that the two entities wcre frighiened by the flanic and tumed away 
quickly. 

] thought that it was now time tor him to tel! his parents about lùs 
experienccs, and told him so. 

Two nights later, he was on the phone again. I vvas worried about the 

cxpense of these iniemationai cails, both to Don in the USA and to me in j 

Zimbabwe. 

‘Don't worry', Zamei said, 'wc had our teiephone account yesterda> and j 

none of the cails are rccorded. 

They obviously wonldn’t bc recorded so soon’, 1 pointed out. 

‘No r , he said, 'we receive our accounts ever\ r fewdays andthey are right up 
to date.’ 


I find this difficult to accept. Africa is known for tts laid-back method of 
accounting; I cannot bei ícve Tanzauia is any better than other countrics on 
this eontinent. This was another controversiai point in Zamei’s stoiy. 

Now lie informed me: ‘They’ve been again, and they were on íhe roof. 
‘What vverc they doing there?' i asked. 

“I. dcm’t know . There is nothing there except two water tanks', Zamei told 
me. 

Ah, I thought; perhaps a reason? I am surc water píays an enormous part 
in tlie lives of these creaturcs, although I certainly don't know for what 
purpose. Of coursc, the altemative of Zamei s wholc stoiy being a hoax 
plavcd an important part in my assessment of the case. Some of what he 
told me is not an unfamiliar story where UFOs are concemcd; but at the 
same time, it could be an excellent ploy for a hoaxer. But it he was 
boaxrng, why such bizarre material? 

Zamei aiso toìd mc that on the second occasion he met up with the aiiens, 
hehad taken a loaded camera with him and had managcd to take 14 pictures 
which he was baving developed. At a later date, Don Berimer spoke to me 
and said he had heard from Zamei that all tìic pictures were blank. bur that 
he was sendtng them to the Fimd for UFO Research for analysis. í have 
heard no birther from anyone and ani not even sure Uiat the spoiled pictures 
were evev serst to the Fund. 

In the meantime, Zamei had aíso askcd if he could talk to anyone whom I 
coutd recommettd. I had no contacts in Tanzania but knew that AÍR 
TANZANIA flew into Fíarare regularh. I. phoned my travel agent, who 
immediately put me in touch vvith a colleague working in the local offiec of 
AIR TANZANIA. This lady had a relativè living in Dar-es-Salaam and she 
felt he would willingly cail on Zamei and interview him, at the same time 
assessing his story' as to its rcality or the young boy's abiiitv to attempt a 
hoax ofthis naturc. We are waiting for this man s report and will refer to 
ít in our next issue. 

My last telephone caii was extremely brief. lt came tiirough in the early part 
of tiie evening of the 26th January. 

‘Pleasc don’t contact me anyraore', said Zamei, 
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As a mattcT of fact’, I told him, you are the one who has been contacting 
me', although I had written him a tetter confirming wiiat he had told me and 
asking him to correct any errors. I had encloscd 3 x Rcply Paid Coupons 
for him to use in this era of extremely costìy letters and telephone calls. 

I have not heard from Zamei again and novv merely await the report from 
theTanzanian man who went to interview him.

1, Afler Astronomy, Something New 

An announcement in the British JoumaJ NATURE says that ANTON 
ZEILINGER wiíh five coileagues, reported that ‘by producing pairs of 
entangled photons' and treating tiiem in a certain way, they could transfer 
a quantum property' from onc photon to another. 

In other words, when tvvo particles are bom together, having been emittcd 
by radioactive decay f , thev keep in toucb no mattor hovv far apart they are.

2, The Aurora Aircraft 

In 1981, thc USA started to build a nevv aeroplane which was regístered as 
the AURORA P.ROJECT and the pJane which developed from this is knovvn 
as the AURORA (1985/6). It is evidence of the advanced technology that 
the USA has at its íìngertips and w'as probably developed in ansvver to some 
new Soviet technoiogy. 

The Aurora can fly at a height of 1.30 000 fì and above Mach 8 (probahiy 
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Case N° 126 
by Tinus de Beer 


5)500 Kmph). It can outdistancc anv surface-to-air missile. In 1989 the 
Aurora was observed, apparentiy for the first time. by a trained aircraft 
obscrver, when flying over thc oit rig where he worked. It was about 80-90 
ft long. It had a wedge-like shape, or 'swept-back wing’ appearance as vve 
JflOOW it. 

Because of its speed, quietness of its engines is not a factor and it has been 
known to rattle windows, and to those who have hcard it on the ground, 
there is a ‘low frequency, ver>' high amplitudc, pulsing sound 5 . Also ‘ear- 
splitting’ noises wcreheard near theRAF Base at Machrihanish in Scotland. 

The Aurora (or vvhatever it is now called) is probabiy fuelled bv a sub-zero 
iiquified gas which is stored in a way that protects the craft and its crevv 
froni the íntensc heat which dcvelops at high Mach nunibers. Tbe Aurora is 
probably used as a high-flying spy plane, for if the speed quoted ìs correct, 
then it can circumnavigate the vvorld in approximateíy six hours or so.

Tvvo videotapes vvere actually made of tliìs event: by Sgt. Nico Stander and 
Capt. Miessner. I spokc to both men and realised that Stander was a UFO 
buff who has read many books and magazines on the subject, and might 
have been influenced bv these. " 

On the otlver hand, Capt. Micssner was a sceptic with an eye to altemative 
explanaíions for the object. On Miessner’s video the object was taped on 
two nights, 28tìi and 29th August, 1996, vvhich suggests Ihat his tape couìd 
easìly have been of Vemis. 

Checking vvith Claire Flanagan at the Johannesburg Planetarium, I 
established that Venus rose at 4:00 that moming, at 66° cast of north and 
Mars rose beneath it shortiy aftcrwards. Venus reached 45° above the 
horizon that moming (28th) at 08:30 whilst aimost all the witnesses 
iudicated 70 p - 80° as the positíon of the liglit. 

i have also been told by a rehabJc witness thaí on a radar tape, the objcct 
had been seen to move at fantastic speeds. Hovvever, this tape has never 
been made public, so tíiere ts no proof. 

During the sighting. three telephone ca!ís were made to Johannesburg 
Intemational Airport m Kempton Park, vvherethe telephone was ansvvered 
by a Ms. Morgenrood vvho said she had not seen a UFO on the radar. 
However, the Airport is primariìy interested in objects around their air 
space, so she might not havc noted an Unidentifíed further avvav. There was 
some misrepresentation by the media here, possibly a govemntcnt cover-up 
and so on. 1 also interviewed Superintendent Viljocn , the heiicopter pilot, 
who told me he was woken up at 05:00 on 28th August by telephone, He 
then dressed and drove to Johan Coetzce heltport in Pretoria West. Hc took 
two policemen, Sgt. Cassel attd Const. Van Onsselen, together with a friend 
aloft vvitli him. With the co-pilot. this made 5 people in all. He took off at 
05:25. 
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Initìally Viljocn flew in the direction of Atteridgeville but was directed 
towards Mamelodi by one of the policemen. He made a right tum and flew 
ENE. Viljoen noticcd a bright Jight NE of Mamelcxii. about fíve mimrtes 
alter take-off. He then flew in the direction of Bronkhorstspruit wherc one 
ofthe poJicc patrol cars was said to be. They had followed the UFO from 
Pretoria and could stì.11 see it. Viljoen contacted Waterkloof Air Force Base 
and asked if the>' had anything on radar. Thev had not. ViJjoen was now 
close to Bronldiorstspruit and asked the patrol cai to switch on their bluc 
ligJits. He askcd them to point out the light - hovering some 40-50 ft above 
them - so he couJd ascertain if it was the same hright Jight he was 
observing. Viljoen contends that he realised it wasn’t a planet or a star as 
all the other stars were aJreadv dim and that it was so niuch larger than anv 
other Jight. He decided to chase thc object. He flew straight at it ìn a 
magnetic dìrection 060 untiJ 06:37 am when he had to turn back due to 
shortage of fuel. WTrile he was flying straight at the object. it remained the 
same size and was therefore travelling al his speed. 

Viijoen was adamant tliat he had not folJowed Venus and a) that the object 
moved too rapidly for it to liave becn a planet and b) it moved agaínst the 
normal planetan movement. 

Viljoen climbed to 10 000 ft The sun had now started to rise but the objcct 
remained the same size. Tliey could all see it although it was now no longer 
so easily visibìe. 

At 06:30 the objcct started to manoeuvre strangcly. Sometimes it went up 
and dowu, stood still. went left and right in no specific order. At 06:36 
Viljoen turned back. 

During the fíight thev had a bright searchlight as weU as an anti-collision 
light and a strobe light on. Viljoen instructed Sgt. Strampe to tum thc 
searchlight on to the object but they had no reference point and did not know 
whcre it was shining. 

On the ground, Viljoen determined tìiat the wind was blowing from an ESE 
dircction al 15-20 knots. At thc aítitude thev vvere flving, it must have been 
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btowing at 00° from the right, so tlie object could hardly have been a 
balloon as it would have been blown to the west, 

Viljoen reported that he w : as visited later by a CoS. Dreyer from the Air 
Force. and filled-in a UFO questionnaire. Col. Drever told him that Jan 
Smuts Airport Jtad seen somethìng on radar, which they latcr denied. 
Viljoen did not think it vvas a hoax. nor a balloon. It also seems difncuH to 
accept that it vvas Venus. The planet rose at 04:00 that moming and was at 
45° by 08:30, much lovver than Supt. Viljoen and his crcvv could see. He 
had been flying fbr 18 years and must surely have been avvare of where 
Venus was situated. Also, Venus had shown itself brightly over the 
previous few nights, so why hadn’t the poJice piclced it up before? The 
weather was good, as vvas visibility. There was some dust at lowcr aJtitudcs 
(on the 27tb. a tremendous dust stoirn blew over Gauteng, and from 
johannesburg to Pretoria there was no bluc sky visible aJJ the way.) 

Ediíor’s Comment: T found Superintendeut Vtljoen an extremelv credìble 
witness. Nevertheiess, he could íiave been mistaken. Àutokinesjs often 
accounts for the apparent movement of stars and planets from nght to left 
and up and down (as in this case). when iooked at for any length of time. 
It vvas obviously not a balloon. as Viljoen reported on the iack of wind 
movement in the direction íhe object was moving; and thc tvvo pilots would 
certainly recognise an aircraft, if that is what it was. 

Taking into account that Venus was very bi'iglit at this time, it appears to 
be an obvious soiution. But on the 28th August, the zenith reachcd by Mars 
was 45 c at 05:30 am (approx.) and yet Vitjoen talked of between 10 and 11 
o'clock. Othcr policc witnesses put tliis at 70 80° above the horizon. 

The videotape vvas sent to MUFON photo analyst Jeff Sainio, who 
interpreted it as Venus. I’m not quibblíng vvith JefFs expertise but one 
w'onders how hc arrived at this conclusion, takmg into account the 
differences in height above the horizon where thc object vvas seen. 

One is always keen to look for natural solutions as, to me, thís is the true 
naturc of the honest investigator. 
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But on the other hand, one has to bear in mind difFerences that do occur. and 
be able to explain those as well. 

Hot off the Press: I have a story from a South African infbrmant who 
says, ‘I have it from a retíable source that these policemen chased one of 
DenelMntiscor’s latest RPV (remotelv piloted vehicle) or 'drones' as thev 
are sometimes called. Those things fly at fírst below the speed of sound and 
have almost no radar cross-section, so it was no wonder that Wonderboom 
and Waterkloof didn’t pick it up on radar ...’ 

This sounds reasonably plausibieto me, but how come even the police were 
not infomaed of this flight pian from Armscor. This is the third time in 
UFO-investigation that I have come across something from Armscor - 
something of which the public is cot aware. Are they indeed a law unto 
themseives?

The three witnesses (Rodney, Sally and Rick) were all teachcrs at Bishop 
Mackenzie International School in Lilongwe, Malawi. at the time of the 
incident. They are British expats and were on holíday in Harare. 
Zimbabwe. camping at the Harare Municipal camping site in carly 
Decembcr, 1993 (probably llth December), 

Their smail children were vvith them and had already been put to bed in the 
tent. Thc witnesses had retumed to camp after dinner, where thcy had drunk 
some wme. but no heavy drinking. It was around 21:00 hours but Allison 
(Rick's wife) who was with them, did not see the iight. 

Rod was the íirst one to spol it. It came towards them slowiy from the NNE 
and then moved off to the NW very rapidly. The nigiit was cicar w’itìl a 
visible moon (% full on 6ih December). It was not completely dark as there 
were streeí lights and lights from Town. At fírst Rod thought it could have 
been a flock of geese in a V-formation. The iight was describcd \anousiy 
as 'bluev-grey coiour' and ‘silvery blue' They all agrced that the object 
had fbrm. perhaps squarish vvith a central oval feature. Salíy saw two 
obiong shapes vvith pulsating btuish iights in the middlc, rather hazv AJI 
felt there was some separate movement or blinking lights in the middle. 

It was not an aircraít, Sally atid Rod had lived under the flight path at 
Heaíhrow and vvere experìenced in recognizing aircrafì. There were no red 
or green lighís. 

Sally noted a trail as it left. but thc significant factor was that as it moved 
off it moved more rapidly than anythiug thev had seen beforc.

THE DAY AFTER ROSWELL Diana Cammack 

by Col. Philip J, Corso (Ret) with William Bìraes. Pocket Books. 1997. 

The Day After Roswell falls squarely in the ‘hostile invaders' school of 
analysis - as opposed to thc ‘benevolent space brothers’ genre, to use 
Michaet Lindemann’s typoiogy. Corso rqieatedly tells us that the EBEs 
(extraterrestrial bioìogical entities) are here to attack Earth. No evidence is 
provided, except reports of anima! mutilations and human abductions, and 
reports of sightings near miìitary' installations, nuclear facilities and our owti 
space veliicles. Thc fact that the EBEs ‘avoid contact’ is also seen as a sign 
of their evil intentíons. 

For two years in thc carh 1960s Corso : s work was to combat the EBEs by 
using alìen technology to protect the Earth. But fighting the EBEs was only 
one focus of his activity. At the same time he wanted to use this technologj' 
to confront thc Communist threat: to do so, he tells us, he had to coinbat 
liberals within the Anierican Administration and the CIA, infiltrated 
thoroughly bv (he KCìB, he adds. 

AU of this emerges in his (highly repetitious) book about his two years on 
the Foreign Technology Desk at thc Army’s Research and Development 
Dcpartment in the Pentagon. There he was given acccss to what he came to 
call his ‘nut file' - a cabinet of artifacts from, and notes about, equipraent 
and EBEs found at Roswell in 1947. Under orders òf Lt. Gen. Arthur 
Tmdeau, he was to integrate the technologj from the crashed saucer mto 
military' and mainstrcam American R & D programmes without causing 
attention, and ensuringthe rapid advancemcnt ofcertain developments. This 
he claims to have done. leading to the production of mght vision 
instruments, lasers, fibre optics, improved integrated circuìtry, and particle 
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beam weapons (deployed during Reagan's Star Wars programme). He 
cxplains how he went about feeding Roswell technologics iirto R & D 
laboratories tbroughout America. 

tíe also insists that these advances provided the US with an edge in the Cold 
War, allowing them to bcat the Soviets in fhé end. By the 1980s, lie says, 
'both President Reagan and Ciiairman Gorbachev recognized the need for 
cooperation against a common euemy' (p.266) and thc Rosweli-inspìred. 
human-manufactured technology was availabie to defend us (Here one is 
reminded of Prof. Kasher’s video, which he says is of a UFO being shot at 
by Star Wars technology). 

Since Corso’s book was published a year ago, ìt has been criticized by those 
frustrated by its Cold Warrior bias and its anti-ET paranoia. Some blame 
the latter on his co-author, who sought to add creative ‘tension' to the tale. 
More damning. some have pointed out eirors in íhe text - dates. spelling of 
nanies, locations, etc. - but this reviewer hasn’t the capacity to judge tlieir 
validity. 

More interesting is thc indirect collaboratíon on Intemet of Corso's claims 
made by Jack Shulman, Presidení ofthe American Computer Company, He 
states he has evidence of Roswell technology having been used by a 
compcting company, He a.ko says be has a notebook which documents a 
heretofore undeveloped piece of Rosweil technoiogy, wliich he calls a 
'transcapacitor 7 , and which his company is now developing and intends to 
patent. 

Finally, Corso aíso explains the American ‘cover-up' ofthe EBEs' presence 
and the alíen threat. Initially in 1947, lie explains, thc US was coming out 
ofthe dcvastating second Woríd War and entering the Cold War. When the 
UFO crashed at Roswell, T ruman, “stilí reeling from his sudden ascendancy 
to the presidency”. agreed with his advisers that the first task was to 
evaiuate the craft. 

Then came 

‘a million questions, Were these flying objects the preiude 
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to something mucli bigger? Were thev commumcating with the 
Soviets? Were tliey aiJied to the Soviets? W'ere they probing 
out dcfences for a planetary' invasion?' (p 68) 

The poticy which was put into place was, according to Corso, to form c a 
govemment within a govemnient' that 'ruthlesslyguarded thcir secrets wbile 
evaluatmg every new bit of information.' 

At the same time this ‘goveminent within a government' would ailow 
disciosures of some of thc most far-fetched mformation, whether true or not. 
because it would help create a climatc of public attitude that would be able 
to accept the existencc of extraterrestrial life without a gcncral scnse of 
panic.' (p. 75) 

Kow, 50 years later, this poiicy may explain why, if Corso s story is true, 
he has not been brought to book for telling the Pentagon’s secrets. 


Addendum to Dr Cammack’s critique of Corso’s book. 

Dr Cammack has reccntiy e~mailed us with some furthcr information on 
Lí.Col. Corso’s statements in his book under review. This was obtaincd 
from SKYWATCH International lNC. [ Address: 357Q FoothiIJ Bívd, 
N°506, Pasadena CA 91107, IISAJ 

At the Prophcts Conference in Phoenix, Arizona in October 1997, Ted 
Loman was asked several questions about the authenticity of Corso's 
reports. Loman specuiated that some ofthc craft that Corso saw might have 
been ‘ours', but that did not mean he denied the reality of ‘aiicn’ craft He 
pointed out, too, that Corso had a way of evading the initial question, and 
going right away from it. 

He also confirmed that some of the statements about whcrc he’d been and 
whom he had spoken to, have been subsequentiv corroborated by the people 
involved, although they have not come out publiclv to say so. Loman 
condudcd by sayingthat he felt Corso was perhaps tellmg a ‘half-tnrth'. 


Dr Edgar Mítchell also sa; r s that Corso was a good witness. tha.t he did vvhat 
he said he did, and that he was who he said he was! 

Neveríheiess, there were fìaws in liis testimony: Mitchell felt not erverything 
stated was back-engineered, as a lot of it had come from our owti Earth 
scientists, who were oífendcd by the lack of acknowledgement of the 
contributions to science they had made. But Mitchell did agree that Corso 
was involved in the transfer of íechnologj', 

Dr Stcven Greer confirmed tìiat Corso’s story' was basically accurate. Hc 
said he had mct. people who told the same story as Corso; peopie from 
different commercial companies. 

His quibble was about tlie reports that President Ronald Reagan. referring 
to Star Wars, supposedlv said that aìicns were the one factor which would 
unite all the peoplc of Earth against a eommon threat. He was disturbed 
about the use of the word ‘tlireat', merely because we did not understand nor 
contxol what this was all about. 

Thc consensus here appears to be that whilst Lt.Col. Corso is telling the 
truth, ít is only part of the truth; not the whole of it. 

So where does that ieave us ail? 


A WORLD HiSTORV OF UFOs Prier Wintie 

edìted bv Eíilary' Evans and Dennis Stacey, Red Sparrow, Australia, 1997, 

The title of this book is misleading. 

lt is certainly not a history of thc UFO phenomenon in any consecutive sense 
but. rather a series of 23 chapters on different aspects of the subject by 
different authors. each presenting his or her personal point of view in no 
definite chronological order. 
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The opening chapter by Dermis Stacey does present us vvrth eight days that 
shaped Ufology, starting with the ArnoJd sighting of 9 'saucers' on June 24, 
1947 and proceeding to the Brooldyn Bridge abduction of Linda Cortile’ 
(pseudonym) on 30 Novcmber 1989 (vvhich made history by being observ'ed 
by severaJ indepcndent witnesses, including tvvo policc officers), and the 
next two chapters do deal in some detail with the AmoJd sighting, but from 
then on historv is irrelevant. You may take your pick and read the differcnt 
contributions in anv order you please. 

Sometimes you’U strike luckv and pick an interesting one. I’m sorry to say 
that more ofìen you won’t, unless perhaps your intuitive approacii to 
Ufology is that it is probably hogwash and you are disposed to vveicome 
’evidencc’ tJrat seems to confírm that tlns ìs so. Thus in Chapter 5 \ve read 
about Adamski the contactee, dutifuJJy debunked as a fraud. The contrite 
author, Marc Hatlet, otice a belìever, excuses liimself for his mistake by 
saying that at ìeast thc stories that Adamski toJd "were far more believable 
than those bcing toJd today by tJie abductees who claim to be raped bv 
strange grev monsters who can pass through walls.” 

After readjng that, we know we had better not bclieve in abductìons! /\nd 
Eater chapters mb thc lcsson home more and more explicitly just m case we 
had missed it. 

Patrick Huyghe in Chapter 18 sncers at Budd Hopkins, tìic N° 1 abduction 
author, quoting Peter Gerstcn who said he Jiad a onc track mind and was on 
the wrong track at that, and dien suggesting that thc sheer size of thc 
statistics of this tbmg proved it couldn't be happening. And Hilarv' Ev'ans 
iiimsdf in Chapter 22 determinedly treats the whole subject of UFÒs as “a 
wonderfully rich and eiaborate mythology umnatched in the world of 
folklore.” Each suecessive section of liis contribution is hcaded as this, that 
or the other myth. The 'abduction mvth’ is just one aspect or facet of it. 
And he trcats it all in the past tensc: 

“Abovc aJl, it was the sheer numbers of alleged abductees which 

was the strongest argument against their pliysicaJ reality.... 


‘'Despitc its impJausibílity, this new development of the UFO mvth 
commanded a degree of acceptance ncver attained by the 
contactecs... 

'Tlits readiness to accept abduction stories at face value was 
revealing not oniy about the mentality of tlie pubíic from whom the 
abduetees recruited themselves, but aìso of the mind-set of those 
who championed them.” 

Nowhere in the whole of this 'history ' book do we fmd a chapter going 
deeply irrto the subject by an audior who has pcrscmalJy studied abductions 
and abductecs, tliough it is almost certainly the most vital and tiving aspect 
of ufoiogv today. The editors think it couldn’t ever Jiave happcned and sav 
so, and thaí is that. 

And so it is w ith aimost everything else. Did you ever hear of thc Bcìgian 
UFO wave of 1989-90? Jf not. don't expecí to find an unbiased, objective 
presentation of aì! thc pros and cons for it here. Jn Chapter 15, Wim van 
Utrecht demohshes it as a good sceptic should! 

The novei aspect of the wave was thc number of muftipJe sightings oí’ 
trianguiar shaped objects, sometímes very r íarge, wìth a bnght JigJit at each 
comer and a red ìight in thc ccntre, They usuallv travelled quite síowly. 
Wim van Utreclit suggests they were conventional aircraft commg in to land 
(despite their abitity' to cbange course abruptly w'hiíe producing no 
downdraft and maldng only a soft humming sound), or perhaps thev were 
a bJimp equipped with brìght spotlights. Hc cvcn traced a man calJed K 
living in Brussels who claimed to have made one and wfto offered to sell it 
to the Belgian Air Force for a millioji US dolíars as the soiution to the 
mystery. Unfortunately for Wim, K Jater denied ever having flown Jus 
balJoon out of doors, 

Try toolcing elsewhere for accounts oftriangular UFOs. Oddly enougli therc 
is actualív a refcrence to them in Patrick Huyghe’s Chapter 18, which 1 have 
referred to above in connection wíth Budd Hopkíns and abductions. On 
Page 209 he speaks of the second lialf of the 19S0s vvhen “huge triangle- 
stmped objects were being seen over the Hudson Valley w'here 1 was ìivìng” 
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Ihe editors must have misscd that. 

A famous French C E 2 Case at Trans en Provence, long validated bv the 
olficial French govemment UFO investigating body GEPAN, is demoiished 
by Eric MaiUot and Jacqucs Scomaux in Chapícr 14. 

'fhe subject of cattle mutilaticais is considered by David Perkins in Chapter 
13. apparenth seriously at fírst, but gradualh wc find Linda Moulton 
Howe. whose 1980 book Strange Harvest gives the best documented and 
photographic account of the whole subject, being made to seetn credulous 
by association with W'illiam Milton Cooper, an ex-Naval petty officer who 
claims thcre is a secret govemment treaty with the aliens aliowirtg them to 
nmtilate cattle and abduct bumans for genetic material in exchange for 
advanced technological information. Perkins' chapter ends on a frankh 
cynicaí, satìrical note. 

There are some good cliapters. I particuiarly liked UFOs ìn Africa by 
Cynthia Hind and her description of the Ariel School sighting at Ruwa, 30 
kiiometres from Harare. No adults saw thc objecte land andtlve little men 
get out but 62 cliildren did. A BBC mtcrvicwcr asked them how thev left. 
‘ It just went”, they said. He didn t understand but Cvnthia knew they meant 
the craft just disappeared. 'fhe Magonia effect! 

The trealment of the Allagash Abductions by Rav-mond E Fowíer ìn Chapter 
12 is excellent. This was a case where four voung students were abducted 
íogether from their canoe on a camping trip. Multiple abducíions are rare 
(though abductees frequently see numerous other people, sometimes 
ìncluding even other fàmily members or firiends in the craft to which they are 
taken), so a proper investigation was called for. Fowler concíudes that thc 
experience recountcd by tlie four was objectiv'e in nature. 

Vladimir Rubtsov's dcscription of how Sovdct Ufology managed to keep 
going bv constantly maintaining a low profile tìll Perestroikaíínaily dawncd 
atthe end of the Í980s is also a fascinating sociological document. And in 
any other book 1 vvould have welcoraed Jenny Randles’ concluding chapter, 
N°23. entitled A Few fíotne Truths. Indeed it is an excellent chapter. 


imderlinmg the need for extreme objectivity and caution on the part of all 
serious UFO researchers. She points out that 90-95% of all UFO sightings 
have mundane explanations. Theybecomc IFOs (Identified Flying Objeets), 
If one comes up with a better percentage of UFOs tlian 5-10% one is doing 
something wrong (But note shc is stitl claiming that these 5-10% are real). 
But even then, there is no such thing as a proven UFO. Ever>- UFO is a 
potential IFO. though it may take years or decades to 'solve’ it. 

Her final advice is ‘dig deep'. Never assume there is no moreto a case tlian 
whaf appears on the surface, By digging one may simply explodc a case, 
but one may also uncover extraordinary data which link up with the most 
baffling and tantalizing UFO cases from all over the world. 

I said I would have welcomed this chapter in any other UFO book. In this 
one 1 felt it was included to give the book respectabílíty by concluding with 
a contribution by a vvorld renowned investigator advocating caution at all 
costs, it made it scem that that was ail that they íhemselves were doing. 
8ut was it? The book as a whole is totallv- mísleading. it presents itself as 
a history but is actually simplv a miscellaneous collection of articles, 
weighted heavdy on the side of scepticism, choscn by tw’o editors who 
themselves are heavity weighted on the sidc of sceptìcism. One realiscs this 
most clearíy if one considers vvhat is not in thc book. 1 have alreadv 
meníioned that there is no overall, balanced presentation of thc real case for 
abductìons (One article, on one case alone, the Allagash abductions, is not 
a fair presentation of the abductioii case as a whole, even though thìs one 
case was judged to bc vcndical. The book as a whole sneers at the subject 
and the senior editor dismisscs it bv referrmg to it throughout in the past 
tense). But note that Jenny Randles slips in one revealing sentence. She has 
doubts about one particular case she is telling us about, but then she 
suddenly says (Page 283), “I know that ‘real abductiofns’ (however we 
actualiy explain them) do occur and it would be folly to reject this case as 
apossiblc candidate.” 

But the worst omisston of a!l, in my opinìon. is the fact that there is not one 
explicit word in the vvhole book about the Magonia effect. Jacques Vallée 
coìned the phrase in his book Passport to Magonia, published some 16

years ago. after he had resigned from all the nuts and bolts UFO groups to 
which he had formcrlv bclonged, because he had come to realise that there 
is something about the UFO phenomenon which does not fit into our 
evcryday understanding ofreality. He began studying fairy Jore and found 
that medicval accounts of the ‘littic people’ have an uncanny resemblance 
to modern CEUI reports. 

Dennis Stacey and Milary Evans sweep all that sort of thing under the rug 
bviníerprcting it as ‘psychological’ or ‘subjective’ - i.e. all in the witness's 
own mind. But it aint necessarily so! As Hamlet said to one of his fricnds 
after he had seen the ghost of his fafher. there axe stranger things m this 
world than are dreamt of in your pliilosophy.’ If wc forgct that wise 
statement and persist in insisting rhat IJFOs must either be a physical reality 
or someíhìng subjective and not realh reaf wc may miss the true explanation 
altogether. It may be something which requires us to cxpand our minds 
drastically. 

Mv final cavils are minor ones. 

Ahnost cvery chapter is preceded bv a picture, usuaìly the cover of a book, 
sometimes an advertisemcnt for a film. One or two are reíevant to the 
subject matter which follows. The majority are not. 

Thcrc is an index at the end of the book but ít is totally inadequaíe I had 
to make notes myself on tlie end pages as I went along. Otherwise I would 
not have been able to find anytlùng later,

I have long u'anted to see a UFO picíure 
from that continent and y r our book made intcresting reading even though 
most of the cases referred to Zimbabwean and South African events only. 
Close Encountcrs of the Third Kind are truly exciting, If my guess is right, 
there are only less than 20 CE3 cases documented in Afrìca between 1947 
and the present date. [ find m ufology., most of the interesting and baffling 
CE3 cases are coming from thc Latin Amencan countnes With proper 
documentation. I beíieve tlae African events wilí be just as exciting. 
Anyhow, the few CE3 cases that I am aware of ffom Zìmbabwe and S. 
Africa are indeed very intcresting. 

I purehased UI J 0 AFRI’NEWS tlirough Lionel Beer, SpaceJmk Books in 
UK I attach some eopies of the Malaysian UFO Bulletin which I 
produced.’ 

Comments on UFO AFRINEWS N° 17 , 
from Jonathan Wigham, Harare: 

L I should like to ask you why you make the cryptic comment that (the 
Nordícs) are actually humans recniited at some stage to the aliens’ cause.” 
Why should this be so? Ánd how were they 'recruited'? From what Eve 
read it seems to mc that the two types you mentioned are only the most 
commonly seen; not the only two. You yourself mentioncd the reptiiían 
type. Your comment that the ‘Nordic’ type seemed to "dominate’ the 
‘Greys' was also irrteresting and it would in'deed be illuminating to find out 
more about the relationship between these two distinct types, Perhaps 
further hypnotic regression on abductees might tlirow some light on the 
matter. It is interesting to note that few black Africans, as far as one knows, 
seern to have come up with abduction experiences. This might well be 
because they associate tlie phenomenon against a totally difFerent cultural 
background and mereiy perceivethe phenomenon as an exampíe of ancestral 
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intercession. Which of course brings into question Europcans’ perception 
ofthe 'abduction' phcnomenon. Sceptics have suggested tbat it is a new fad 
caused by a diet oftoo many science fiction films. One must rcmember that 
myths (?) about incubus and succubus go back into ancient human historx. 
One aiticle I read stronglv suggested that m\ths are a continual human 
phenomenon but oniv thc matcriai changes: for example. aliens froni outer 
space have now replaced ogres, ‘iittie pcople', trolis, etc. Case numbcr 133 
is ver>’ interesting and suggests that an abductìon may liave taken piace 
(Stuart’s missing rib and the peculiar ear infectìon). Presumablv you will 
report back afìer thc ENT specialist has X-rayed Stuart’s ear to establísh 
ifthere is an implant in it.’ 

Editor’s replv: The reason I saidtìiat 'I suspect' the 'Nordics’ are actuaily 
himians recmited to tiie aiíens’ cause was becausethe Nordìcs look exactly 
iike us, but mostly with bìondc or white hair. ít seems unlikely to me thaí 
a racc of bemgs in thc exact image of homo sapiens would exist on distant 
planets, or in other dimensions of Time. This thought did not really 
originate from mc but scems to be a fairly general eonsensus of opinìon 
among investigators. AIso, people have disappeared in obvious UFO 
abductions, and in some. not so obvious. On October 2lst. 1978, Frederick 
Valentich, a 21-ycar-old R.AAF (Australian) piloí disappeared while on a 
trip over Bass Straits after reportìng that he was being shadowcd by an 
objcct which was not an aircrafk Neither his remains nor any wreckage of 
his Cessna 182 vvere ever fotmd, despite a thorough search and the Cessna 
having extra fud tanks under thc wings, which would have ftoaíed on 
impact with the water 

in Budd Hopkins’ fascinating book WITNESS. he writes about the 
protagonist, Linda Cortìle, being seen bv tvvo of the witnesses as helping the 
aliens cm the beach when they, the witnesses, were being led by the aliens. 
The story is too elaborate to detail ín its entirety here. 

You arc correct; I have onty mentioncd tbose 'aiiens' who are inost 
commonly seen. There are reptilian types. heavrly eloaked beings, creatures 
of enormous size and strength. one-eved humanoid tvpes. insect-Jikc 
creatures, and so on. It would be interesting to find a researcher to list all 


these! I thmk the majoríty of the ‘Grevs’ (for want of a better word) are 
robotic i« conc-ept: they act on command, arc basicalìy non-sexual and do 
not reproduce. Bnt according ío Elizabeth Ktarer, the Nordícs are capable 
of reproduction. as Akon fathcred Eiizabeth’s son, Ayling. 

We do actuallv have the abduction of a black African man (see UFO 
AFRINEWS N°4,p.6) and of an Asian girl (see UFO AFRINEWS 
N°7,p,5) so people of dífferent cultural backgrounds are affected, but they 
a!so react differcntly and thcir perceptions are allied to their basic culture, 
I think this applies to various cultures ali over thc world, But vve do agree 
that many cases niay be in reiation to local tblklore and myths. 

With reference to Case N° 133, we will of course keep readers informed of 
Stuart’s progress.

'You mention Mr Tanner’s theorv’ in AFRJNEWS, and his contention that 
bv reducing mass and inertia one would be able to travet anywhere in our 
universe. This is tme. but it has two drawbacks. First, even vvithout mass 
vou still cannot excced the speed of light. And secondiy. the problem of 
ìnterstellar gas and gas clouds stiil remains. If vou slam into a gas cloud 
scvcral light years in extent with anything like the speed of light, your ship 
will meet the same fate as a shooting star on earth: It will btim up within 
seconds due to friction.

UFO’ is cxactly what you felt sure it vvas: the frozen bluc disinfectant ffom 
an air plane toiiet. Thc ‘snowballs’ bombarding the earth wouid not reach 
the ground, since the>’ eníer the atmosphere with a speed of 20-60 km per 
second and bum up iong before they reach tlie ground. Stony meteoritcs 
usually contain some suifur and an odour of H Z S has been reported bv 
peopJe vvlio pícked them up shortlv after their fall. The snowballs mav 
contain somc dust but hardiy anv sulfur, so they would not emit a pungent 
odour/
